_Up to date five cemeteries have 
been found—at Bray Saint Christo- 
phe, Champion, Amy, Beuraignes and 
Crapeaumesnil where all of the more 
promising .looking tombs had been 
dynamited and’ the ‘coffins stripped 
not only of the mictal lining but of 
any objects of silver that adorned 
them. © Not in a‘single instance were 
the bodies ever placed back in the 
tombs and it can only be supposed 
that the remains were scattcred to the 
four winds.

sort. . And, in the third place, the state- 
ment that ‘‘doctors of the temperance 
persuasion howl down the very best phy- 
sicians in the world for prescribing aleo- 
hol in a case of far more vital importance” 
is not in accord with fact; for the pro- 
tests nade by myself and othe:s against 
the rum ration are prompted not by a 
desire to withhold aleohol from cases of 
‘vital importanee,’’ but by an honest 
desire to see alcohol restricted t6 its 
proper field, and not abused—abused 
under the ‘preasure, not of the facts of 
science, but of popular sentiment, of 
military red tape, atid of the mistaken 
notion of the soldier that the rum is do- 
ing him good, P : 

Then, the statement, made by what- 
ever person or persons, that but for the 
issne of ram the mem who fought through 
the first winter campaign in Flanders 
would never have been able to ‘ ‘stick it,’’ 
is simply not in aceord with the facts of 
modern science. The fact of the inatter 
is that, splendidly as our fellows did, 
they would haye done still: mvre splen- 
didly had they not been dosed with alco- 
hol, thereby lowering their résistance 
and reducing their efficiency, 

Finally, while I do not doubt fora mo- 
ment that the troops in the trenches are 
‘‘as wise and intelligent as the brethren 
at home, and quite as capable,’’ I dis- 
pute that the judgment of those men as 
to the physiological effects of, alcohol is 
to be preferred to the judgment of those 
who look at the matter in the cold light 
of science—the opinion of the editor of 
‘‘Frankness from Frank’ tothe contrary, 
notwithstanding. ‘‘The cranks, who lie 
in the snug security of their homes’’ are 
sometimes truer friends of the boys at the 
front than are those who, having fought 
beside those boys, nevertheless persist in 
advocating a policy and defending an

-Tommies Who Escaped From Prison 
Camp Tell Pitiable Story * 
of Their Treatment 


Three British soldicrs’ who 
just succeeded in escaping  fronm:. a 
German prison camp a_ few miles 
back of the fighting lines, tell a_pit- 
iable story of their treatment by the 
enemy. They declared there was a 
great deal of sickness. in the camp 
due to fatigue and starvation. 

“If we showed the slightest dispo- 
sition to go sick,” said one of the 
cn to the correspondent of the ‘As- 
sociated’ Press today, 
er thrashed with whips or 
with the buttend of a rifle.’

Holland, the area of which is only 
equal to one corner of the province 
of Manitoba produces over 180,000,- 
G00: pounds of cheese and 140,000,000 
pounds of butter annually. In parts 
of Switzerland as many as 260 dairy 
cattle are maintained per square 
mile, 

The average yield of milk per cow 
is still very low in Canada and might 
easily be increased‘40 or 50 per cent, 
The farmers of Western Canada have 
not yet learned how important it is 
to keep the cows in good conditjon.
